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Laftly, It might have happened that this little Leach 
came out of the Body of fome finall Fifli into that of 
the Bonite, which had fwallowed it« I made this 
Obfervation the tSth of Juty, 1 7x4, in a Voyage from 
Batavia to Bengal.
